To Talk Oi Brazil Revolt 


Dr. Oontliiho Will AddroM Int«nui> 
Cloiiftl RelatloiM Club 

Tho Q«orce Washlngton-Curneffl* In- 
I toriuitLonal ReUtiono Club will hold an 
important meatlng Thursday, Decom* 
ber 11, In K-21, at 8:16, at which time 
Dr. Blquelra Couttoho will be guest 
speaker. This meeting begins a se- 
ries which will extend throughout the 
year. Introducing' to the students of 
George Washington sereral pf the more 
prominent figures in the field of In- 
ternational .relations. 

The meeting Thursday will present 
as the first guest speaker Dr. SlQuelra 
Coutinho, Regent of the Georgetown 
Foreign Serrlce School, and technical 
counselor of the Portuguese Liegatlon, 
who will speak on the sltuAtlon In 
Brasil.

Columbiaok, Claimed Oldest 

American College Debating 
Qroap, Hold Meeting 

Laat Friday night an enthnsisallc 
audience applauded, laughed, and 
biased at the vitriolic chargsa and 
pungent hnmor offered by four lerl- 
one debaters who argned the qnee- 
tlon; "Resolved, That tha Bighteenth 
Amendment should be repealed." 
After an open fomm discuaslon fol- 
lowlng the debate speeches, the af- 
flrmatlve was upheld by a vote of 
18 to 8. ' 

Preceding the debate Carroll Doer- 
ing, the president of Columbian De- 
bating' Society, outlined a tentative 
program tor the ensuing year, and 
gava an address of welcome to the 
new members. Ho announced that 
Columbian Debating Society le the 
oldest eollege detnUe group In Amer- 
ica, having been founded In 1826. 

Morgall Opens Argnnent 
Ralph Morgan opened the dlacns- 
ilon for the affirmative with the 
claim- that the 18th Amendment bad 
failed In Its purpose. He also 
brought forth an imposing array of 
statistics and authoritative state- 
ments that denied the alleged eco- 
nomic beneflta of the 18th dmend- 
.ment and revealed the grave social 
abuses that have sprung up since 
Its. adoption. 

Wilbur West started the negative 
argument by showing that the 
amendment had resulted In a les- 
sened consumiptlon of liquors, there- 
by accompIlsUng Its purpose, and 
I that the abuses that have arisen since 
1 1820 are not traceable to the amend- 
ment, but rather to Ineffective and 
nnInteIHgent enforcement. He com- 
pared the vlrtnea of waahing ma- 
chines and radios to bathtub gin In 
the bomee of the workera. 

Former Dry Cliaiigea Rtond 
Norman Hagen surprised the mem- 
bers by confeasing that he once sang 
touching prohibition songs for the 
"cauee," hut had recently been con- 
verted to a moleter viewpoint. He 
denounced the eanctimnnlous blind- 
ness of fanetloal reformers and pre- 
santad evidence to ehow that the 18th 
amendmant had not been enforced, 
and that attampta at enforcement 
had resulted In a reign of govern- 
mental hypocrisy, wboleiale corrup- 
tion, and widespread dleraspect tor 
law.
